THE DUMA REVOLUTION, 

The Duma revolution was directed 
against the pro-German ministry. 
According to the single message re- 
ceived by the State Department from 
Petrograd, the Duma has  impris- 
oned the members of the ministry 
and the Chief of Staff of the Rus- 
sian armies. The troops in Petro- 
grad and vicinity are loyal to the 
Duma, as is the population. Quiet 
prevails. Outgoing are 
prohibited. . 

The Emperor, upon the recom- 
mendation of the ministry, has is- 
sued a ukase proroguing the Duma. 
That body, however, was dissasisfied 
with the progress of the war and 
with the eonditions of the people. Its 
plans for the revolution were care- 
fully laid. If the Emperor should de- 
termine to throw in his lot with the 
pro-Germans it would not be sur- 
prising should the Duma and the 
army recall Grand Duke Nicholas 
Nicholaevitch, who was transferred 
from the command of the eastern 
front to the Caucasus. Exactly what 
the outcome of the revolution will 
be no one can tell. It will be recalled 
that a few months after the war be- 
gan, Count Witte, formerly Russian 
Premier and a close adviser of the 
Czar, appeared in Berlin. Upon his 
way back to Petrograd he conven- 
fently died. Immediately thereafter, 
a palace revolution took place and 
the pro-Germans were ousted from 
power. The pro-Allies were enabled 
to take these drastic measures be- 
cause at the time Grand Duke Nich- 
olas, in command of the Russian 
armies, was penetrating Hungary 
and holding the Germans back in 
the north.

Shipbuilders Put Nation’s 


Needs Before Profits.

Given Precedence. 


Four Scout Cruisers to be 


Built on West Coast. 


(BY A P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, March 15.—Con- 
tracts for what is believed to be 
the largest single order for fighting 
craft ever given by any nation were 
placed by the Navy Department to- 
Gay. Private builders undertook to 
turn out four great battle cruisers 
and five scout cruisers, costing near- 
ly $112,000,000 for hulls and ma- 
chinery alone, and pledged them- 
selves to Keep 70 per cent. of their 
working forces on navy construc- 
tion. 

In response to an appeal to their 
patriotism by Secretary Daniels, the 
major shipbuilders have agreed to 
accept 10 per cent. net profit on the 
battle cruisers, whose cost will rep- 
resent about $76,000,000 of the to- 
tal sum involved in today's con- 
tracts. A fifth battle cruiser will be 
built at the Philadelphia navy yard 
sO as not to strain the limit of fa- 
cilities of private establishments. 
The builders are besieged with of- 
fers of merchant work, and are get- 
ting as h as 60 per cent. profit 
on these jobs with more work in 
sight than they can do. They have 


placed their facilities at the disposal 


of the government, ing it unnec- 


Both classes of cruisers ordered 
today are new types to naval! archi- 
tecture and are designed for a speed 
of thirty-five knots an hour. 

The scouts were awarded on bids 
submitted .yesterday, prices ranging 
from $6,960,000 to $5,996,000, and 
stipulated time of delivery from 
thirty to thirty-two months. These 
figures can be no guide to the actual 
cost or time, however, as under the 
emergency clause of the naval ap- 
propriation bill, construction will be 
hastened to the limit, the govern- 
ment footing the bill for additional 


The battle cruisers, the fixed limit 
of cost of which is $19,000,000 per 
ship, exclusive of speeding-up ex- 
pense, were placed as follows: 

Newport News Shipbuilding and 
Drydock Company, two ships; Fore 
River Shipbuilding Corporation, one 
ship; New York Shipbuilding Com- 
pany, one ship.

With the exception of the New 
York company each private builder 
wil] have to install new ways and 
machinery for the huge craft. The 
government will — fair 
of ex se.

Four of the scout cruisers will be 
built on the Pacific Coast, two by 
the Seattle Construction Company 
by the Union Iron Works 
at San Francisco.

Sons of Philadelphia. Cramp and 
the Union Iron Works may be called 
upon also to build a number of e- 
stroyers. In addition to the fifteen 
destroyers authorized by the last 
naval appropriation bill, the depart- 
ment is planning to construct many 
craft of this type under the small- 
boat emergency fund.

OOSEVELT SEEKS 
HELP FOR BELGIANS. 
ISSUES APPEAL FOR MORE AID 
FROM AMERICA, 


NEW YORK BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, March 15.—Theodore Roose- 
velt has sent the following letter, 
pertaining to Belgian relief work, 
to the members of the Rocky Moun- 
tain Club of this city and to others 
of the West: 

The action of the Rocky Moun- 
tain Club in devoting its ener- 
gies to the relief of the suffering 


children of Belgium rang true to 
the western spirit, as all of us who 
have lived in the mountains and 
the plains have come to know that 
Spirit. I have gladly joined in the 
movement to do what I can for a 
gallant little nation which has been 
cruelly trampled under foot, for no 
fault of ite own, and now lies pros- 
trate, threatened witn the lose of its 
spiritual as well as its physical being. 
It is the litera] truth that rarely since 
the days of Herod has child-life been 
so menaced as today in Belgium. 
PRESS TELLS STORY. 

I shall not deal with the material 
side of this question, or tell how 
1,250,000 children are compelled to 
go hungry and are threatened with 
disease and slow starvation. All this 
is being told in the West in speeches, 
in letters, in literature, in cartoons 
and in personal pleas. Suffice it to 
say that Belgium today stands in 
mortal danger of losing both its 
bodily life and its soul. 

But what of us? What of our 
soul if like the Levite and the priest 
we pass on our business with 
averted eyes? The nation that turns 
a deaf ear to the sufferings of 10,- 
000,000 people, including a million 
and a quarter children, is committing 
moral suicide. Diseases born of 
want and hunger are spreading with 
dreadful rapidity among these 1,250,- 
000 children of Belgium. Shall we 
look idly on while these children die? 
Other nations do not sit idle. War- 
torn England and France have given 
largely. Brave little Holland has 
cared within her own borders for 
hundreds of thousands of refugees. 
The rest of the world has spent 
$250,000,000 for Belgium. We have 
contributed only $9,000,000. Is 
this enough to make us think that 
we have done our duty? We say 
with unctuous self-satisfaction that 
we have been “kept out of war.” We 
chuckle because in 1916 we sold 
$5,000,000,000 worth of products to 
Europe. Are our souls rotted? Can 
we see only the dollar sign in the 
sky? What of our souls if we con- 
tinue deaf to the crying need of a 
gallant nation, threatened with ex- 
tinction through the loss of its first 
born? Can any man of high and 
generous nature, having been told 
the facts, continue to be indifferent?

OF MAYTORENA. 


Evicted Sonoran ex-Governor 
Buys a Home Here. 
After Picturesque Career in 
Swirl of Revolution. 


* 


Will Hold Court of His Own 
to Guard Great Wealth, 


Maj.-Gen. Jose M. Maytorena, ex- 
Governor of the State of Sonora, 
Mex., one of the most picturesque 
characters that the revolutions have 
produced, yesterday purchased the 
fine house at No. 502 South Harvard 
boulevard, from the Atlas Building 
Company, through the agency of the 
Janss Investment Company. The re- 
ported consideration was $22,000. 

Gen. Maytorena will at once 
make a number of improvements, 
among which will be the addition 
of a building in the rear, to be 
used for a business office and re- 
Ception-room, where he expects to 
confer with agents and representa- 
tives who will remain in Mexico to 
look after his estates. He will also 
make his office a meeting place for 
Mexican refugees and in this way he 
hopes to keep in close touch with 
affairs in his unhappy country. 

The career of Gen, Maytorena has 
been stormy during the revolutions 
and counter-revolutions that have 
kept Mexico in a turmoil since the 
downfall of President Diaz. He has 
been commander-in-chief of the ar- 
mies of Sonora, and civil and mili- 
tary Governor of the State under the 
changing military dictatorships’ of 
Madero, Huerta, Villa and Carranza. 

DEFIANCE TO ENEMIES. 

On August 10, 1913, when the 
Garrisons at Agua Prieta and Fron- 
tera mutinied and raised Gen. Pes- 
Queira’s standard, Gen. Maytorena 
held his ground, defied the rebels 
and issued an order for seizure of 
all their property, and its confisca- 
tion to the State. He later dis- 
charged all State legislators and or- 
dered that the furnishings of the 
State House be removed and re- 
turned to their former owners, and 
all but four of the legislators were 
ejected from the palace. This step 
followed a refusal on the part of 
the solons to acknowledge his au- 
as civil Governor of the 


August 30 of the same year he 
issued his famous decree against all 
foreigners, making t impossible for 
a foreigner to hold any property, 
real or personal, in the State of 
Sonora, and denying the right of 
devise by will. This created a storm 
of protest and was modified only 
after the Washington government 
had taken Gen. Maytorena severely 
td task. His rule during this brief 
period was of the iron-hand variety, 
but he later modified this consider- 
ably and the decree was finally lost 
in the shuffle of ever-changing rul- 


VILLA APPOINTEE. 

He was later made military Gov- 
ernor of the State by Villa, while 
that leader’s star was in the ascend- 
ant in Northern Mexico, but he 
quarreled with one of the Villista 
leaders and was forced to leave the 
country temporarily. March 10, 1914, 
Gen. Maytorena and his Secretary 
of State, Carlos Randall, were ar- 
rested and charged with embezzle-

and his rule continued until June 


15, 1914, when he was again made 
the target for one of the many 
squabbles and was besieged in the 
Governor's palace several days. He 
finally left the country and took 
refuge across the border.

come master of all Mexico, and 
peace and order would be restored. 
His holdings in Mexico are large, 
consisting of thousands of acres of 
land and many herds of cattle. He 
is interested in gold, silver and lead 
mines, and is said to be worth more 


than $3,000,000.

Fannie and Raymond Pendleton 
said last night that their father was 
a modest man of serious nature, but 
that he occasionally manifested a 
streak of satirical humor. They also 
said that Mr. Pendleton was a long- 
time friend of the late Judge Juan 
J. Carrillo, who died about a year 
ago in January, and whose estate 
Was later sued by a woman who 
claimed she was his daughter. 
“About last August, as I remem- 
mer,” said Mr. Pendleton, the son, 
who is 26 years old, “my father read 
about the suit brought against the 
Carrillo estate. A little later, early in 
September, he was ill and made out 
his will. I saw the will and noticed 
the reference to $5 provided for any 
one who could prove to be his widow 
or child, not otherwise mentioned in 
the will, but I thought it was just 
like all other wills. My father was 
an old-time friend of Judge Carrillo; 
he often spoke of him when Judge

Excuse for One More Costly 
State Commission. 


Member of Education Board 
Denounces Scheme. 


Four Incumbents not to Try 
for Re-election. 


The Board of Education is con- 
cerned over some of the bills now be- 
fore the Legislature and yesterday it 
requested Dr. Albert Shiels, Superin- 
tendent of Schools, either to appear 
before the committees at Sacramento 
or send Deputy Superintendent J. B. 
Monlux. 

One bill, which Maj. Copp de- 
nounced, provides for another of 
those expensive commissions with 
which the Johnson administration 
was so prodigal. Its intention is to 
make a uniform system of physical 
training throughout California and 
this is to be accomplished through a 
State commissioner with a fat sal- 


ary. 

“I am opposed to this bill.“ said 
Maj. Copp. “It looks as if it is de- 
signed to create another job for 
somebody. A uniform system of 
physical training is inadvisable. 
Every locality has its own require- 
ments. Physical training work in 
this city is different from that in 
some other places for very good rea- 
sons.” 

Maj. Copp said there are some oth- 
er objectionable bills not in line 
with modern education. A number 
of the proposed measures are, how- 
ever, favored, including one which 
will enable the board to sell its 
Mercantile place property and an- 
other under which the State will pro- 
vide the funds for the junior college 
instead of the cost having to come 
out of the appropriations for the 
high schools. 

A report that J. H. Bean is head- 
ing a ticket for the school board at 
the coming election was denied by 
that gentleman. He said he will be 
a candidate for re-election, but will 
not be on any ticket because he does 
not believe in having tickets for the 
Board of Education. “I am o 
to anything like that,” he said, 

C. J. McCormick stated he will be 
a candidate for re-election, but Mrs. 
R. J. Waters would not commit her- 
self. Maj. A. J. Copp was emphatic 
in announcing that he will not seek 
another term. Former Bord - 
well, W. J. Washburn and Waldo M.

RUSSIAN REVOLUTION. 

The unhappy Czar of Russia has closed 
his miserable career as a ruler. With his 
country in the throes of a revolution, Nich- 
olas has abdicated his throne. 3 

Although every king in Europe trembles 
at the din of the mobs of Petrograd, this 
is not an ordinary revolution. The Russian 
people are taking back their own. 

For years the Russian government has 
been in the hands of foreign adventurers, 
grafters and political sharpers who held 
sway. over the scattered millions in the 
“Empire of the Snows” and who stole every- 
thing but the snows. 

The Russian national] consciousness hay 
ing been aroused by this great war, horri- 
fled by the dreadful conditions revealed by 
the plunder of war materials, the patient 
Slav has risen in his wrath and thrown out 
the professional courtiers and grafters sur- 
rounding the weak Czar at Petrograd. And 
the Czar with the rest of the pack. 

Although the news bulletins are fragmen- 
tary, the revolution seems to have been 
headed by distinguished Russian nobles and 
participated in by the members of the Duma, 
officers of the army—in fact by the pa- 
triots of the Russian Empire. ä 

To trace the cause and the significance 
of this stupendous world upheaval it is nec- 
essary to consider the character of the 
Czar Nicholas. One of our most distin- 
guished Ambassadors to Russia was Andrew 
D. White. After his retirement he püb- 
lished a book in which he wrote with en- 
Saging frankness that he considered the 
“Great White Czar” to be unequal mentally 
to the job of being a haberdasher’s clerk. 
Stupid and weak, Nicholas fell into the 
hands of intriguers. His life seems to have 
been ruled by table-tipping spiritualist me- 
diums and by scheming politiclans—many 
of them renegade Germans and Poles. 

For a generation the great Russian Em- 
pire has been staggering along under the 
weight of this incubus. In 1905 this plun- 
derbund surrounding the Czar plunged the 
empire into the mortifying war with Japan 
in order to protect the timber concessions 
of some of the court circle. The Czar nar- 
rowly escaped losing his throne. 

At that time, however, the revolution was 
worked up largely by the working classes, 
who were incensed at being driven into a 
useless and disgraceful war. 

As a result of that war the Czar was 
forced to concede to the people the right 
to be represented by the Duma; and the 
Duma has brought about the undoing of 
the great potentate who will doubtless be 
the last of the Romanoffs. 

The present revolution is the direct re- 
sult of the appalling revelations of graft. 
At other times graft in Russia was taken 
as a matter of course; dismissed with a 
shrug of the shoulders. But graft that con- 
sisted in stealing the money that should 
have gone for ammunition is not to be: 
lightly borne by people whose sons were 
sacrificed because they found nothing to 
fight with; or by soldiers who were sent 
in to charge machine guns with pitchf 
and clubs. : 

The war was not a month old before these 
revelations began oozing out to the world. 
At the time of the mobilization, it is known 
that 600,000 Russian reservists were called 
to the colors and sent home again because 


the arsenals which were supposed to con- 


tain their arms proved to be empty. Other 
troops went to the front without covering 
because some official had stolen the blan- 
kets. A rich Russian promptly stepped into 
the breach and presented a certain army 
corps with a complete equipment of blan- 
kets. He found out afterward that only 
one blanket in seven ever got to the troops. 

During the German attack upon the for- 
tress of Novo Georgievsk it was discovered 
that as the result of treachery and graft the 
wrong ammunition had been sent out to the 
troops; so they had to stand helpless be- 
fore the foe to be slaughtered like sheep. 
There was something very mysterious about 


the fall of Warsaw. A member of the Duma 
created a sensation that was whispered 
throughout the world by a speech in which 
he charged that the Russian commander in 
Galicia had sold out to the Germah army 
and retreated as per bargain. 

These things were hushed up, but two 
spectacular events revealed to the world 
the fact that something was going wrong. 
One was the removal of the Grand Duke 
Nicholas from command of the Russian 
forces and the assumption of personal com- 
mand by the Czar; this was obviously a 
move to strengthen the weakening influ- 
ence of the Czar with the soldiers. The 
other revelation was the assassination of 
the evil priest, Rasputin, by Russian noble- 
men as a protest against the control of the 
throne by this creature and by other ad- 
venturers. 

Although the Furopean newspapers have 
kept up a heroic campaign of falsification, 
it has been known for over a year that a 
bloody revolution has been going on. Ac- 
cording to well-defined rumor, this revolu- 
tion has been in almost continual progress 
in Moscow since the fall of 1915. A few 
months ago seven munition ships ‘were 
blown up in the harbor of Archangel, cer 
tainly as part of a revolution. 

Both Germans and Allies claim that the 
abdication of the Czar will be of benefit to 
their side. There is every indication, how 
ever, that the departure of Nicholas is a 
blow to the pro-German party of Russia. 

The immediate effect it will have upon 
the world is not quite clear. For five or 
six months Russia has been inactive. The 
worst blow the Allied cause has encoun- 
tered was the defeat and annihilation of 
Rumania. This was obviously a result of 
the failure of the Russian army to cooper 
ate as expected. This failure was no doubt 
due to the revolution even then in progress. 

There is no reason to suppose that the 
great body of the Russian people are ready 
to quit the war. On the contrary, there is 
every reason to believe that the dethroning 
of the Czar will be followed by the most 
vigorous war measures Russia has shown 
during the whole of the conflict. 

There is nothing in the situation calcu- 
lated to cheer the heart of the Kaiser. A 
renewal of activity on the part of Russia, 
coupled with the threat of actual hostili- 
ties with the United States, is a rather: 
heavy dose to swallow. The prospect of: 
Russia going into the war in real earnest 
may give the Kaiser a change of heart re- 
garding the United States.

NEEDED LIBRARY BUILDING. 


It seems as though Los Angeles will 


have to wait a while longer for the much- 
needed public library building. Over 10,000 
cards have been addressed to the Iibrary 
directors asking them to take the necessary 
steps for putting the question before the 
City Council. The trustees estimate that 
a bond issue of $3,000,000 is needed to pur- 
chase a desirable site at Fifth and Olive 
and erect the building. 

But a bond issue of any kind at the pres 
ent time in Los Angeles would be about as 
The directors ad- 
dressed a letter to the City Council pre- 
senting the library needs and suggesting 
the bond issue. The letter was referred 
to the Finance Committee, and if the com- 
mittee is heard from at all again it will 
probably be to inform the trustees that the 
time is not opportune. | 

The need is great, but the time perhaps 
{fs not opportune. Bond issues, many of 
them undesirable and unworthy, have 
heaped the taxation high in Los Angeles, 
and the people-are inclined to kill all bond 
proposals without regard to their value. 

A ÜUbrary building is needed; it is prepos- 
terous that the city should expend for rent 
money needed to buy books; but, on the 
other hand, it is perhaps better that the 
bond proposition should be postponed until 
it has better chances of carrying. If sub- 
mitted and defeated, the result would be 
discouraging and probably delay the con- 
struction of a suitable building longer than 
otherwise. 

The city must have a library building and 
the city knows it. Women’s clubs have in- 
dorsed the movement for it, and many civic 
workers are active in the campaign. The 
present quarters are wholly inadequate, and 
more than that, they are rented—as though 
Los Angeles was the one and only city of 
first importance that could not afford a 
suitable building for the most popular in- 
stitution it possesses! And outside of the 
public schools, the public library is the 
greatest educational factor in the city. Its 
standard of books is high, and the better 
class of books are increasing in demand— 
but money needed to buy them goes into 
rent.

This efficiency business doesn't seem 
to make much of a hit at the White House. 
At a time when specialists are in demand 
at every corner of the table the President 
calmly pushes the system down the back 
stairs. He considers the specialist a crank. 

But the President indicated differently. 

Some time ago he suffered it to be 
announced with White House authori- 
ty that future diplomatic appointments 
would be made from diplomats — that, 
in fact, foreign appointments would be 
made from the ranks of men grounded in 
international law or at least experienced 
to some degree in the service. Men would 
be made ambassadors not because they had 
plug hats and voted for Wilson, but be- 
cause they knew something of the laws, 
the peoples, the language or the commerce 
of the land to which they were billeted. 

It cannot yet be said that this idea has 
crystallized into fact. There is still time 
and leeway, but the Presidential appoint- 
ments on the Tariff Commission do not 
offer much hope that the same idea will 
be carried into other departments of serv- 
ice. Having made a capable President out 
of a good schoolmaster, Mr. Wilson thinks 
all things are possible. He made a Secre- 
tary of the Navy out of a country editor and 
a bottle of grape juice, and he made a Sec- 
retary of War out of a good embroiderer 
and cribbage player. This encouraged him 
a lot and so he made an admiral out of a 
good doctor and then looked about for other 
aisles of adventure: 

There was a Tariff Commission to be 
appointed. The presumption and intent of 
the law creating the board was that the 
board should consist of six members—not 
more than three of whom should be of any 
one political party. Ordinarily they would 
be presumed to be men of some practical 
knowledge or experience with tariff opera- 
tions and at least representing the protec- 
tive principle as well as the doctrines of 
free trade or a purely revenue tariff. : 

But these presumptions do not seem to 
square with the facts. It is given out from 
Washington, on apparently excellent author- 
ity, that all of the six as named by the 
President voted for Wilson last fall. It is 
practically certain that none cast a ballot 
for Hughes. In a business way the com- 
mission is made up of a college professor 
and five lawyers. There is not a business 
man on the list. Two of them are Congress- . 
men who have lost their jobs, and two oth- 
ers have held minor appointments in the 
public service, but not in customs or reve- 
nue departments. One of them is the Postal 
Department official who removed a Minne- 
sota postoffice clerk for making careless 
remarks concerning the President’s second 
marriage. Only the college professor 1s 
known as an authority on the tariff, and he 
is merely a theorist without the practical 
or business experience that would seem to 
consort with the job. | 

The fact that there is not an outspoken 
protectionist on the board starts the com- 
mission off in about the same frame as a 
packed jury, and it is hard for the public 
to feel that confidence in its impartiality 
and its desire to get at all angles that the 
President appears to possess. 3

In 
fact, the margin of profit will be 
80 small that he may decide to leave 
hot dogs out in the cold and not in- 
clude them in the list of victuals to 
be obtained at the ball pen. Former- 
ly, it was possible to wrap a hot 
dog up in a bun and deliver it to 
the consumer for 5 cents, and still 
reap a fair profit. Since last season, 
however, the price of all the in- 
gredients has gone up. Dog meat 
has advanced 3% cents a pound 
since last season, while there has 
been @ corresponding advance in 
mustard and horse radish, most of 
which hae been shipped abroad to 
warm up the boys in the trenches. 
Also, most of those who own horse- 
radish orchards report a short crop 
due to cyclones in the Middle West.

The Industrial Welfare Commis- 
sion will on March 28 hold public 
hearings relating to the fruit and 
vegetable industries and the vinegar, 


pickling, preserving and olive indus- 
tries. 
Orders concerning the minimum 
wage, maximum hours of work and 
standard conditions of labor of wom- 
en and minors engaged in the fruit 
and vegetable canning industry were 
issued on February 14, 1916, becom- 
ing mandatory sixty days thereafter, 
but after having observed the op- 
eration of these orders for a yeur 
the commission desires to alter and 
amend them in certain particulars. 
It is for the purpose of considering 
such alteration and amendment that 
the public hearing will be Reid in 
the fruit and vegetable canning in- 
dustry. The hearing in the vinegar, 
pickling, preserving and olive indus- 
tries will be held for the purpose 
of considering the establishment of 
similar orders for those industries, 
The commission also intends to fix 


minimum wages in theretail mer- 
eantile industry in the near future. 


Preliminary to the calling of a wage 
board an election will be held in 4 
number of the larger dry goods 
stores in San Francisco and Los An- 
geles, at which time the women em- 
ployees will choose a representative 
from each of the establishments to 
attend a conference of employees. 
From this conference the commis- 
sion will choose three representa- 
tives of employees to sit on the wage 
board.

Now that our rights have been 
established by the Supreme Court of 
the United States, we desire to take 
the necessary steps to abolish this 
nuisance, which detracts 60 greatly 
from the beauty of our city.” 

It was announced yesterday by 
George W. Graydon, secretary of the 
United Improvement Federation, 
that the organization will tonight 
pass a resolution calling upon the 
Council to immediately enact an or- 
dinance to eliminate billboards.

AT PREMIUM. 


East Needs Laborers of All 
Descriptions Badly. 


Colliery Owner, Here, Tells 
of Grievous Shortage. 


Says Scarcity of Help is 
High Prices’ Cause. 


Laboring men of all kinds are 
much in demand in the East, par- 
ticulariy in the coal mines, accord- 
ing to M. W. O’Boyle, owner ot three 
large collieries and president of the 
Trench Mining and Milling Com- 
Pany, operating at Patagonia, Ariz. 
“We are operating with less than 
75 per cent. of our normal number 
of men in various mines, and other 
companies are having to do with 
still less, owing to the shortage of 
help,” he declared yesterday. 
“There have never been greater 
opportunities for the man with a 
knowledge of industries. Not only 
the laborer, but the executive, is 
much wanted, 2 to the biggest 
boom in business this country has 
ever known. I have not been in 
California long enough to observe 
conditions here, but I know that in 
Arizona good men are scarce and 
hard to get, 96 per cent of them be- 
ing at work.” 

Mr. O' Boyle stated the shortage of 
labor is one of the chief reasons for 
the advancing prices of many com- 
modities. For once the coal men 
are not to blame for advancing quo- 
tations in this product, according to 
his statement. 

“We have made no new prices 
ourselves,” he declared. Manufac- 
turers and users of large quantities 
of coal have come to us and offered 
us from 60 cents to $2 a ton over 
the established quotations, just to 
get the fuel, and naturally have 
made their own market.”
